Iii many count l ira, especially new 
ones, tin-spirit of enterprise, which the 
attempt to o|a*n and improve a now 
In-Id naturally begets in ini-u, finds 
vi-nt in a superficial and tawdry am-, 
I>it ion. atti-mpts to show a prodigal 
display of all tin- IbuhI wwential things 
of lift*, and even of things to la* i-lassi‘d 
wit Ii riotous and extravagant living, 
rather than with the real helps to 
comfort and refinement. We think 
Florida is remarkahly free from this 
mistaken and wasteful habit, and we 
ascribe it to the fact that a very large 
majority of those who have eonie here 
to take part in the settlement of the 
country have route with the honest in¬ 
tention of making homes for them¬

very generously, for the advancement 
of t lie State, relying upon t he at i mil Ills 
lints given to business for their re¬ 
turns. Such men are welcome aids in 
our work, add such as there were of 
the lesS stable class of speculators 
• have been largely frozen out by the 
\\ int er of t wo years ago and eompara 
lively dull tlint’s since, We are well 
rid of them, and are now in good eon- 
flit ion fora newstart this winter. The 
larger part of our people, who have 
come here to make Impies for. them¬ 
selves, show a het ter kind of cut ci prise.

towns. If they are arti/.ans or profes 
siopal ineii, they do their work faith 
fully, aeeording to the iiieMtis at their 
eonimaud and the price which ens 
touters are willing to pay. If t hey are 
raising fruits or vegetables they arein- 
tcrested.in raising gbfid ones, and wil¬ 
ling to take, great pains and invest i¬ 
gate ipiest ions of fertilizing and other 
mat ters, in order t o get good results. 
If new people come to live a uiong t heni 
they try to make them at liome and 
help t hem to get a start. 

In all .that they undertake it is a 
npt ieealile characterist ie of our people 
that they are interested in the.al- 
vauceinent fit their State os well as in I 
their own individual ytTairs, and to 
t ti’isldenieiit of t heir enterprise" is due 
| a large part, of the progress that has 
heen made. They share their lands 
with new railways t oassist t heir build¬ 
ing, give away town lots to. encourage 
the starting of desirable enterprises, 

- encourage new people to come here, 
advertise opr position ami resources. 


and in every way try to assist tin* 
common cause. If a question is dis¬ 
cussed in the newspapers, the point 
raised is quite as likely to be the ad 
vantage to l lie State m doing certain 
tilings, as tbe advantage to the doer 
himself. In these respects Florida en¬ 
terprise is of the right kind—it aimsat 
n home and good neighbors, and per 
manent prosperity and comfort, anti 
it is rapidly realizing its aims. Knelt 
year sees more good houses built, more 
groves planted, more inaiuilaeturcs 
started, more, schools, churches, 
libraries, and all lIn* adjuncts of civil¬ 
ized life. where I nit live to ten years 
ago there was nothing hut the native 
pine woods.
